The rules and regulations in this part are designed to provide an amateur radio service 
having a fundamental purpose as expressed in the following principles: 


(a) Recognition and enhancement of the value of the amateur service to the public as a 
voluntary noncommercial communication service, particularly with respect to providing 
emergency communications. 


(b) Continuation and extension of the amateur's proven ability to contribute to the 
advancement of the radio art. 


(c) Encouragement and improvement of the amateur service through rules which 
provide for advancing skills in both the communication and technical phases of the art. 


(d) Expansion of the existing reservoir within the amateur radio service of trained 
operators, technicians, and electronics experts. 


(e) Continuation and extension of the amateur's unique ability to enhance 
international goodwill.

SEA-PAC is holding its’ 5th annual pin design contest. The contest winner receives two 
tickets to the S&4-PAC Banquet, Saturday June 18th in Seaside. 


Designs may be submitted for consideration no later than March 18, 2005. Pin designs 
should be sent to S64-PAC Ham Convention, Post Office Box 25466, Portland, OR 97298- 
0466. The decision of the SE4-PAC Committee is final. The manufacturer may make 
alterations to the design, as needed, to meet specifications. 


The pin must include: 


The words SEA-PAC (does not have to be in the mistral font of the original) 
The SEA-PAC logo (the round logo with wave and birds) 
The year (2005, 05 or ‘05 are acceptable) 


Pin size has a % inch maximum dimension. Every area of the pin needs to be marked 
with a color on a sample printout. Remember, color must be surrounded by metal. Tiny 
or busy areas should be simplified or enlarged. Use strong lines and simple art. Letters 
are usually in metal as they are too thin to hold color or are too small. The lapel pins 
are small, so look at the design and imagine putting metal around color. Someone has 
to put color in recesses and if it is too small, they can’t do it. 


The submitted design must include: 
Original artwork design in color at 400% minimum 
Original artwork design in grayscale at 400% minimum with details labeled or explained 


and colors indicated. 
Name, address, and phone number of the person submitting the design.
